“Bamboozled,”’ it Present Con- 
tract Is Carried Out. 


James G. Woodward, Atlanta’s next 
mayor, says he will place his opposi- 
tion to the new $276,000 crematory 
squarely before the aldermanic board. 
He intimates a conference with the 
board’ before it meets next Thursday, 
ang says frankly that he will show 
the board. where Atlanta will be ‘“bam- 
boozled out ef $200,000’ if the present 
contract is carried out. 

The mayor-elect said that he did 
not know until after his conference 
with W. E. Dowd, sales manager of 
the New York Destructor company, 
that Atianta would not get the electric 
generating plant under the contract 
for $276,000. He says that he was in- 
formed by Manager Dowd that 
Destructor company bid ag follows on 
the contract: 

Destructor Company 

First—Incinerating plant, 
$276,000. 

Second—tIncinerating plant, 250 tons, 
with electric generating plant, $376,000. 

Third—Incinerating plant, 250 tons, 
electric generating pliant and pump, 
$441,000. 

“I don’t want to remove from the 
issue I raised that the old plant 
should not be torn down until the new 
onée..is turned over to th 
said. “I have opposed the new $276,- 
000 crematory contract first, because 
it provides for tearing down the old 
Plant to make room “or the new. The 
financial part can take care of itself. 
If council is squandering the 
otf the people, they will be 
in time to. come, but council cannot 
expect to squander the health of the 
people and not expect a rebuke.

Please write me at your earl- 
iest In regard to your very best reme- 
dy for roup. 

Answer—Roup is caused invariably 
by an ordinary cold that frequently 
no one can tell how it is contracted. 
You can often find one hen in the 
flock with a slight cold when the 
others are not at all affected. Now 
with poultry unless this slight cold 
is at once cured it quickly develops 
into what is termed roup. In its first

When it comes to scouting and hik- 
ing Atlanta troop No. 1, of the Boy 
Scouts of America, stand ready tv 
challenge any other troop in the coun- 
try.

EXTENSION BILL 
Georgia Senator Wants Action 


on Measure to Broaden 
Farm College Work. 


b see. al —_— 


Washington, November 16.—Senator 
Hoke Smith, of Georgia, today an- 
nounced his purpose of devoting much 
time dur the approaching short 
session ‘cress .to promoting ac- 
tion on th: house bill pending in the 
Senate for an extension of the experf- 
ment werk of the various state agti-- 
cultural colleges of the country. 

The purpose of the bill is to permit 
the colleges to establish an agency in. 
each county of all the states, which 
would carry to the homes of the 
farmers the knowledge collected in the 
sfate institutions. Mr. Smith would 
have the experiments made up on the 
private farms themselves, and he says 
the bill would authorize such practice. 


This, ' 


The measure provides an annual ap- 
propriation.of $3,000,000.- It passed the 
house last session, but failed in the 
Senate. 

Speaking of the bill, Mr. Smith to- 
day said: 

“The best of farming requires art 
as well as science, and when the col- 
leges of agriculture, through their 
skilled representatives, demonstrate 
upon a plece of land in the presence 
of the farmers of the neighborhood 
Just what résearch has developed in 
aid of agriculture, then the farmers 
will more readily be able to apply the 
knowledge gathered from it. 

“I. do not believe there is a meas- 
ure pending in congress which will 
bring anything like the benefits for 
the expenditure intended that may be 
confidently expected to come from this 
measure. It will carry a vast amount 
of valuable information, which will be 
immediately practiced among _ the 
farmers of the country, and all the 
people will receive a benefit from -It. 

“I earnestly hope -that this measure 
may be passed at thé next session, so 
that the legislatures of the states 
which meet in January may take it up 
at once and arrange the loca] appro- 
priations which are required to make 
it possible !mmediately to inaugurate 
demonstration work in all parts of 
every state of the union.” 


JURY FOR SNEED 
SECURED AT LAST 


Week Spent in Getting Twelve 
Men Legally Qualified 
to Try Banker. 


Fort Worth, Texas» November 16.— 
After 198 talesmen had been examined 
and a week spent in inqufring into the 
qualifications as jurors, the panel was 
completed today in the second trial of 
the case against John Beall Sneed, the 
Amarillo banker, charged with the 
murder of A. G. Boyce, Sr., a wealthy 
cattleman. The first trial resulted in 
a disagreement. 

All the jurors are married and each 
is engaged in farming. 

The killing occurred in Fort Worth 
last January and was a seque] to the 
elopement of A. G. Boyce, Jr., with Mrs. 
Sneed. a year ago. The couple fled 
from Fort Worth. where Mrs. Sneed 
had been placed in a sanitarium, and 
Were located in Canada. Mrs. Sneed 
was brought back to Texas, but young 
Boyce remained. A few weeks ago he 
returned to Texas and was shot and 
killed in Amarillo. Sneed was indicted 
a second time on the charge of murder 
and is awaiting trial. 

Epling Out on Bond. 

Amarillo, Texas, November 16.—By 
agreement of counsel, followed by an 
order of the court, bond for Beach E. 
Epling, charged jointly with J. RB. 
Sneed with the murder of Al G. 
Boyce, Jr.. was set today at $20,009.

Cheshire, editor of The Anderson In- 
telligencer, is tn a hospital here suf- 
fering fromfour bullet wounds in his 
armandibody asa result of an attack 


-on W. J. Muldrow in the latter’s office 


at the Anderson Mattress and Spring 
Bed factory today. Two of the wounds 
are in the abdomen and two in the 
arm, but his condition is not consider- 
ed very serious. 

Cheshire went into Muldrow’s office 
and demanded that he throw up his 
hands. .As Muldrow arose Cheshire 
fired twice, the first shot going wide 
and the second being diverted by the 
interference of J. A. Mullinax, who 
threw up Oheshire’s arm and who later 
received a flesh wound in the arm 
from Oheshire’s pistol tn the exchange 
of shots. 

The left lapel and sleeve of Mul- 
drow’s coat were pierced by shots said 
to have been fired by nt. L. Cheshire, 
Jr:, brother of V. B. Cheshire. from 
outside . through a window. Young 
Cheshire has been released on bond of 
$500. Warrants were issued against 
him and his brother charging assault 
and battery with Intent to kill ' 

The trouble between the men grew 
out of certain publications in The In- 
telligencer considered by Muldrow as 
personal reflections and which were 
responsible for a former difficulty, 
when Cheshire was attacked by Mul- 
drow with a Dillet several months ago. 


Dr, David H. Carroll Dead. 


Baltimore, November 16.—Dr. David 
H. Carroll, a leading financier of this 
city, is -dead at his home here, of 
Bright's disease, aged 72 years. Up to 
middie life, Dr. Carroll was a minis- 
ter of the Methodist Episcopal church.

_ General R. K. Evans Makes Interest- 


ing Talk to Business Men at Ban- 
+ quet in His Honor. 


At a banquet tendered by the bust- 
ness men of Atlanta to General Rob- 
ert K. Evans. who recently succeeded 
General W. W. Wetherspoon as head 
of the department of the gulf of the 
United States army, last night at the 
Capita] City club, General Isvans un- 
folded the plans of his department and 
the officers of Fort McPherson to make 
the local post a leader in the army 
for efficiency and popularity among 
its men, by the establishment of edv- 
cational features which will make the 
fort unique among all army posts 
fort. unique among all army posts. 
General €@vans is of the opinion that 
all the other army posts will follow 
this example. 

General Evans says that he believes 
that the adoption of these educational 
features will be the speediest possi- 
ble means of securing the Jong: desired 
brigade post in Atlanta, which the 
general himself is also very desirous 
of having located at this strategic 
point. 

Establish Training Schools. 

“The tentative plans which we have 
formulated,” said General Evans, “are 
to establish at the fort a training 
school for the practical business edu- 
cation of the men at the Atlanta post. 
This school is to ‘be conducted by ths 
officers at the fort, as instructors, 
and will inciude in all twenty courses, 
some of which Intelligent read- 
ing. simple arithmetic, single entry 
bockkéeping, concise and legible writ- 
ing, stenography, automobile and ex- 
Plosive gas engineering, telegraphy 
and similar lines which will fit a man 
for good citizenship and capacitate 
him for earning a respectable and 
comfortable living at the expiration 
of his enlistment.” 

This plan is made feasible, explain- 
ed Genéral Evans, by the act of th 
last cohgress which requires a man 
to remain subject to call by the army 
for four years after the expiration cf 
his three years’ enlistment. Former- 
ly about the best thing that a sol- 
dier could do at the expiration of his 
enlistment was to re-enlist for an- 
other term, thirty years’ service be- 
ing the limit of enlistment. The new 
plan, says General Evans, gives the 
United States army three men for ten 
vears instead of one man for thirty 
vears, the last decade of the old en- 
listment, he states, being practically 
worthless for army purposes. The ed- 
vucational features which Generul 
Evans proposes to cstablish at Fort 
M'Pherson will place every man in 
service there in a position to make 
a good living when he leaves and will 
not leave him dependent upon re-en-

probability of a brigade post until 
more men are available. The solution 
which General Evans cffers to tie 
problem is greater popularity of the 
arn:'y among the voung men of thé 
country, and he believes that the ed- 
ucational features which he is now 
planning wili effectively accomplish 
this end and tne-quicker bring the bri- 
gade post here. 

General Evans spoke enthusliastical- 
ly of the great progress which has 
been. made in army circles during the 
last vear for the increasing of the 
efficiency of the men and their pride 
in the soldiership of this country, 
going into the details of the reforms 
and innovations which’ have brought 
this condition about. “This, however,” 
said General Evans, “is but the begin- 
ning of what we shall have.” 

Appreciates Reception. 

General Evans was enthusiastic in 
his expression of appreciation of the 
cordial recéption which Atlanta has 
given him, and espectally of the high 
regard with which Atlanta holds the 
United States army. He also highly 
complimented Governor Brown for the 
masterly manner in which he has 
dealt with situations which have re- 
cently ‘arisen upon occasions in differ- 
ent parts.of the-state calling for the 
use of militia.

The thirty-second annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor is in session in Rochester, N. Y. 

The convention last yéar was held 
in Atlanta, and for that reason there 
is a great deal of local interest in 
the deliberations this year of. what 
has been termed “the greatest labor 
congress in the world.” 

Two matters of more than ordinary 
interest were brought to the floor of 
the Atlanta convention, i. e., the elec- 
tion of the federation officers by 
referendum and the connection of the 
officers with the National Civic fed- 
eration. : 

After bitter and determined strug- 
gles on the floor, the election of offi- 
cers by the memberships of the unions 
was referred to the executive council, 
with. instructions to work out a 
feasible plan and report. to the pres- 
ent convention; and the connection of 
the officers of the labor body with the 
National Civic federation was in- 
dorsed by a decisive vote.

At the close of the debate the vote 
was taken, and the federation officers 
were upheld by 11,851 ayes, 4,924 noes 
and 465 delegates not voting. 

This is a fairly accurate indication 
of the line-up, or administration and 
anti-admi istration strength: and may 
be taken as an indication of the out- 
come ef the plan of electing the offi- 
cers to be reported in Rochester. 

Since the Atlanta convention, 
cigar makers’ union convention has 
indorsed the federation’s officers’ con- 
nection with the National Civic feder- 
ation, which is an indorsement of Mr. 
Gompers, who is a cigar maker and 
was a delegate to the convention. 
The carpenters’ convention. also. sidec 
with the -federation’s officers, and 
William D. Huber, president of the 
carpenters’ organization, is a Vie 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

The Rochesfer convention will hard- 
ly be called on to enter into this same 
question of the National Civic federa- 
tion, but it will probably have to con- 
tend with the minority in some attack 
on the plan of action of the admin- 
istration. :

Knew of No Similar Cases. 

Five other employees of the Georgta_ 
road were presented as witnesses Sat- 
urday by the railroad officials. All 
five testified that they never knew of 
an instance, except the Paschal case, 
where the sixteen-hour rule had been 
violated without authority being ob- 
tained from the officials. They also 
said that they had the same opin- 
ions about the rule before the P&s- 
chal dismissal that they hold at pres- 
ent.

It is the recommended change 
that marks his being up-to-date: It 
may be a change only for the sake ol 
change, but it is responsive to a publie 
demand, and theretore Yet’s propose it. 
It is contrary to my own love for the 
dear oid constitution to suggest any 
alteration in its terms, lest 1t be re- 
garded as a retiection upon, or a criti- 
¢igm of, that whicn has been put to 
the sacred use for 126 years of main- 
taining tiberty, regulated by law and 
the guarantees of tne rights of tne 
minority and the individuai under the 
rule of the majority. But yielding to 
the modern habit, and just to saow 
that tnough I am a conservative, | am 
not a reactionary, I venture the sug- 
gestion that it would aid the etticiéncy 
of the executive and center his enersy 
and attention and that of his suborai- 
nates in tne latter part of his admin- 
istration upon wnoat is a purely disin- 
terested pubiic service, if he were 
made ineilgibie uaiter serving one term 
of six years, either to a succeeding or 
a non-succeeaing term.

“But it does seem to me that they 
need not be at arm’s length, as they 
now are under their present system. 
It has been proposed twice in our his- 
tory, after the fullest consideration, 
by some of the wisest statesmen we 
have had, to pass a law giving to 
each department head a seat in the 
senate and in the house, and a right 
to enter into the discussion of the pro- 
posed legislation fin either of the na- 
tional legislative?bodies. This would 
keep congress: much better informed 
as to the actual conditions in. the ex- 
ecutive department. [t would Keep 
the department heads on the qui vive 
with reference to their Knowledge of 
their own departments and their abi!- 
{ty to answer appropriate questions 
In respect to them. 

“It would necessitate the 
ment to the cabinet of men 
debate and to defend their positions 
and it would offer an opportunity for 
the public to judge of the. executive 
and his government much more justly 
and much more quickly than under 
our present system. The rule of the 
two houses, I am advised, forbid the 
use of abusive ianguage by one mem- 
ber against another and by the mem- 
ber of one house against the ‘other 
house or its members.

“IT observe that the question of how 
receptions are to be accorded to those 
Who have business at the white house 
is now under consideration, and I have 
been considerably amused at the sug- 
gestion that it would be possible to 
do the public business tn the presence 
of everybody so that all who are in- 
terested might draw near to the ex- 
ecutive office and stand and see and 
hear the communications from those 
who enjoy appointed consultations 
with the head of the nation. This al- 
ways settles down to an arrangement 
which satisfies a few, but allows those 
who have the most :mportant busi- 
ness generally to have the easiest ac- 
eess to the president. The president 
has just so much time to see the peo- 
ple. No matter what Is done it is 
said that somebody's toes are stepped 
on.

Seme Observations on Bryan. 

“T observe that our friend Mr. Bryan 
proposes another methcd of disposing 
of our ex-presidents. Mr. Bryan has 
not had exae*tyvy the experience of be- 
ing a president. He has been a ‘near 
president’ three times, and possibly 
that qualifies him as an expert. to 
speak of what we cught to do with 
our ex-presidents. He has been very 
vigorous in this campaign in helping 
to make me an ex-president, and if I 
have followed with accuracy his public 
declarations and his private opinions, 
he is anxivus to perform the office of 
making my successor an ex-president 
after one term.

United States Senator Elihu Root 
followed Mr. Carnegie. The senator 
Zave every evidence of deep emotion 
as he spoke of President Taft's serv- 
ices to the country, turning to the 
chief ¢xecutive with hands extended 
as he referred-+to him as an “honorable, 
faithful, noble gentleman.”

Senator Root devoted part of his

“Great Britain probably will demand 
arbitration,” the senator said. “The 
adnrinistration probably will agree, it 
would then rest with the senate, as to 
whether its consent, necessary to the 
arbitration, should be given. This 
would precipitate a test, the senator 
thought as to whether the professions 
ofthose throughout the country who 
have been proclaiming their adherence 
to the principle of arbitration were 
sincere or hvpocritical. 

“The United States must grant that 
arbitration or be disgraced forever,” 
the senator declared.

Tan Cleghorn, Fiance of Minnie 
Marchman, Is Believed to Be 
in Atlanta. 


Ashwurn, Ga., Nevember 16.—(Sve- 
ciaL)—Tan Cleghorn, the missing 
Sweetheart of Minnie Marchman, who 
died so strangely, is reported to be in 
Atlanta. 

Thig information came directly from 
‘a frelative of Cleghorn to Joseph H. 
Marchman, brother of the girl Cleghorn 
fs suspected of having poisoned, and 
he will ask the Atlanta police to make 
a search for the hunted man. Cleghorn 
ig supposed to be making his way to 
the mountains of north Georgia. He 
is thoroughly familiar with this coun- 
try as he lived near Galnesville be- 
fore moving to Turner county. He is 
@aid to have written home from At- 
lanta. 

To Exhume Body. 

W. J. Cochran believes that poison 
“Was. given his sister-in-law. but that 
its Purpose was not murder. To de- 
cide 
Whether the 
other purposes Cochran today an- 
nounced his purpose of having the 
girl's body exhumed to find the exact 
truth. 

That the dead girl became engaged 
to Cleghorn the first time he called 
upon her was the information supplied 
Saturday by mrs. Joseph KB. Marchman 
wife of the girl’s brother. Minnie had 
seen Cleghorn but three times before 
this; when he had passed her home in 
a buggy. The two became engaged on 
the second Sinday in last April, when 
Cleghorn went with the girl to the 
Sunday school at the Oak Hill Baptist 
ehnurch in the Amboy district. The 
wedding, at first set for tne following 
Sunday, was postponed three times and 
Minnie blamed Cieghorn each time for 
the postponement, 

Mrs. Marchman 
‘the true situation until~a few hours 
after Minnie died. When the doctors 
told her it nearly broke the heart of 
the poor mother, and she fainted. De- 
spite her love for her chum, however, 
Miss Marchman never once intimated 
that she had been poisoned. She did 
admit, Mre. Marchman says, that. she 
took a certain dose of medicine three 
weeks before her death. This,

“I'm sure Cleghorn influenced Min- 
nie to do this to save himself,” was the 
significant remark made by Mrs. W. J. 
Cochftan, an elder sister of the girl.

Some fruit and candy was bought, and 
after eating it the girl war taken sick 
and, just six days later, she died after 
having several convulsions. Her jaws 
also became locked, so it is stated by 
the father of the girl. Cleghorn is said 
to be 23 years old, nd had only met 
Miss Marchman the first of this year. 
Both families moved here from north 
Georgia some few years ago. 

No warrant has yet been issued. 
Turner county at present has no coro- 
ner, and the inquest was held by Jus- 
tice Pate, of the Amboy district. The 
verdict of the jury was to the effect 
that the gir] came to ner death from 
violence, and that Cleghorn be arrest- 
ed and held for developments, but nec 
warrant was issued, Justice Paie 
stated that no warrant was issued on 
advice of an attorney. Whoen the 
father of the girl was told that no 
warrant had been issued he seemed 
very much surprised and agitated. 

Others Are Suspected. 

Many believe that others than Cleg- 
horn had a hand in the crime. It is a 
fact that the girl had been in a deli- 
cate condition for several months. 
This was brought out in testimony be- 
fore the coroner’s jiry. Many believe 
an overdose of something was viven 
the girl on this account, and death 
resulted. W. J. Cochran, a brother-in- 
law of the girl, is of this opinion. 

There were maly contradictory 
statements in the testimony before the 
jury. Also many statements before 
the jury are disregarded in _= state- 
ments made to your correspondent.

Clark, at 1389 Logan avenue. Mr, 
Clark came immediately to headquar- 
ters and went from there to the 
Greenberg & # £=Bond establishment, 
where he identified the dead youth as 


his son. 

The dead boy was employed in the 
Jacobs’ Decatur street store, and was 
highiy esteemed by his employers. He 
had been co..nected with that firm for 
considerable time, and was well 
known.

Interchangeable Mileage 


Fac's Worthy of Careful Consid2ration 


The interchangeable mileage book regulation re- 
quiring the exchange of coupons for tickets has been 
the subject of criticism. Much of such criticism 
arises because the exact facts and conditions are 
not generally known. 


In order that the public may be correctly informed 
the railway companies make the following state- 
ment, having full faith in the fairness of public 
opinion when the matter is thoroughly understood. 


An interchangeable mileage book, as its name in- 
dicates, may be used for obtaining transportation 
over any line party to the interchangeable book ar- 
rangement. The coupons from these books are 
equivalent to cash, and to safeguard their transmis- 
sion to the Treasurer of each railroad company, the 
requirement is made for the exchange of the cou- 
2 te at ticket windows for transportation, thus 
causing the mileage coupons to be placed in the 
hand of bonded ticket agents who must account 
to the Auditing Department of each line for their 
value. 


No one will claim that it is unreasonable for a 
railway company to require a traveler to purchase 
a ticket instead of paying the money on the train. 


The object of this requirement is to have one man, 
the ticket agent, handle the money and sell tickets, 
either for cash or coupons from an interchangeable 
mileage book, and thus make a record of what the 
Company has sold; another man, the conductor, to 
collect the tickets, and thus make a record of their 
use, and thereby have an additional check against 
the agent, who must account for the purchase price 
either in cash or coupons. 


The coupons from interchangeable mileage books 
represent cash, for the reason that they are the only 
evidence of a claim against the railroad selling the 
mileage book, and the Company accepting such cou- 
pons for’sale of ticket is paid by the road selling 
the mileage book only upon presentation of the ac- 
tual coupons. This is not always possible where the 
conductor lifts the coupons on the train, because 
he does not have the same facilities for safeguarding 
such coupons, and should they become lost, the 
railroad honoring the mileage book would have no 
means of securing proper compensation for the serv- 
ice performed. The necessity of preserving each 


' coupon is therefore apparent. 


Every well organized business concern adopts reg- 
ulations to insure the safety of its cash. , 


Attention is invited to the check system in de- 
partment stores; the cash registers in smaller 
stores; the cashiers at hotels, restaurants, etc., and 
hundreds of other devices for the purpose of proper 
accounting.

There are no restrictions as to the passenger 
trains on which exchange tickets purchased with in- 
terchangeab'e mileage coupons can be used. 


They give the passenger the benefit of short line | 
mileage where it would not be practicable in many 
instances if mileage coupons were honored on the 
train. 


The exchange regulation is of benefit to the rail- 
way companies for the following reasons: 


it insures proper accounting. 
It safeguards the accurate checking of baggage. 


It relieves the conductors of much detail labor, 
thereby permitting them to give more time and at- 
tention to the operation of their trains, thus insuring 
to a greater degree the safety of passengers. 


it makes it possibie to ascertain the volume of 
passenger travel from each station and to determine 
the facilities necessary. 


The exchange regulation has been the subject of 
judicial review before Railroad Commissioners and 
State Courts, and the reasonableness of the require- 
ment has been sustained. 


The regulations were calied into question in a 
case before the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in which that Commission said: ' 


“IN A WORD, THE RIGHT TO USE EXCHANGE 
ORDERS AND MILEAGE BOOKS !8 IN THE NA. 
TURE OF A PRIVILEGE, VOLUNTARILY aAc- 
CORDED BY CARRIERS, UNDER THEIR TAR- 
IFFS, AND MUST BE ACCEPTED BY THOSE WHO 
USE SUCH SPECIAL FARES WITH ALL LAW- 
FUL AND NON-DISCRIMINATORY LIMITATIONS 
THAT MAY BE ATTACHED TO THEM.”

“The Destructor company was bound 
within ten days to deposit with the city 
of Atlanta an approved bond for the 
Bum of $576,800, guaranteeing that it 
would build the plant within 310 work. 
ingg days from the time the contract 


“Was signed, and guaranteeing that in 


every particular the plant would oper- 
ate according to the specifications and 
generate 1,500 kilowatts per hour of 
electricity. (This would be sufficient 
to light the Great White Way of the 
city of Atlinta, for which the city is 
now paying the sum of $100,000 per 
annum.) 

‘On the 25th day of July, 1912, the 
city. of Atlanta, acting through-its 
mayor, Honorable Courtland S. Winn, 
formally signed the contract with the 
Destructor company for it to build 
the plant according to the terms of 
eity ordinance, and the Destructor 
company promptly filed with the city 
a bond in the sum of $376,800, which 
was signed by the National Surety 
company, of New York. Under the 
terms of this contract the city was to 
pay the Destructor company $50,000, 
which was available at the time the 
eontract was let, whenever the city 
engineer. should certify that the De- 
stmuctor company had performed 
$60,000 of wokr upon the plant; and 
the city council recommended to the 
succeeding councils of the city of At- 
lanta that they appropriate and pay 
to the Destructor company $75,000 per 
annum until the payments should be 
completed. The Destructor company 
accepted these terms in good faith, 
believing that the city’s moral obliga- 
tion was as good as its bond, and be- 
lieving that the city of Atianta would 
never repudiate a contract into which 
its authorized agents had entered for 
it. Upon this faith in the good name 
of the city of Atlanta,, the Destructor 
company proceeded immediately to 
place its subcontracts and order ma- 
terial for building the plant. It has 
now expended and become directly li- 
able for more than $140,000 upon these 
contracts, with no security whatsoever 
exdept its belief in the good name of 
this eity.

What Supreme Court Decided. 

“The supreme court decided that 
neither the state of Georgia nor the 
railroad commission of Georgia could 
prescribe rates for tnterstate ship- 
ments over the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, because such matters had 
been, by congress, vested in the in- 
terstate commerce commission and 
that the latter had exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of such matters. The decision of 
the supreme court ' shows that the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad com- 
pany was charging such rates as it 
had the right under the lav to charge 
and was not violating its lease con- 
tract with the state of Georgia. It 
also shows that Governor Brown was 
right when he refused to order a suit 
to be brought against the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad company.

Eckhoff, .a neighbor and friend of 
the McNamara family in Cincinnatl, 
testified that two weeks after the Los 
Angeles explosion he was sent by J. J. 
MeNamara to the home of Mrs, Alice 
Nabb, McNamaia’s sister, at Ballegh, 
Neb. 

» Wanted Miss Dye Killed. 

“I met James B. there,’ -said. Eck- 
hoff... “He appeareq desperate and 
talked of killing himself. Then he 
asked me if I noticeg in the news- 
Papers whether people thought the 
explosion wads caused py escaping gas 
in*the basement. 

“One thing he said he wanted done 
was to kill Miss Mary C. Dye>a stenog- 
rapher at union headquarters in In- 
Mlanapol!is. He said she knew too much 
afout dynamiting and he proposed we 
talk to J. J. about having her gotten 
out of the way. He said he thought 
it would be a goog idea if I followed 
her-on a train and put a small bomb 
uf¥der her so that it would explode 
after I got off the train.” 

‘Eckhoff said he refused to enter into 
thé plan to put a bomb under Miss 
Dye. 

‘Miss: Dye, who-.now lives in Pitts- 
Lurg, recently identified hundreds of 
letters introduceg by the government 
implicating the -45 -defendants in a 
conspiracy. 

Wanted Money for Silence. 

Another development was an admis- 
sion by Eckhoff that he aided in the 
eg¢ape and concealment of McNamara 
after the dynamiter was returning 
east. Eckhoff also admitted having de- 
manded money from the McNamaras to 
“keep his mouth shut.” 

EPekhoff, after telling how he had 
concealed McNamara and had demand- 
ed monéy from them, was asked by a 
defendant's attorney: 

“You mean to say that, if McNamara 
had paid you the money, you would 
not be here now testifxing against

these defendants: 

“Probably not,” answered Eckhoff. 
Kekhoff said long before the loss of 
life at Los Angeles he Knew James B. 
M@Namara was d¥fnamiting jobs. 

Incidents of James B. ,.McNamara’s 
preparations to blow up The Los An- 
veles Times building, in the wreck of 
which twenty-one persons were Killed, 
were related by witnesses from Cali- 
fornia. 

James C. O’Brien told how a cottage 
owned by him on Nineteenth avenue, 
in the southern part of San Francisco, 
had been_Lrented before the Los An- 
géles explosion, and how When sev- 
eral weeks later he went out there to 
learn why the cottage was not occu- 
pied he found ten boxes of nitro- 
velatine locked in the parlor. 

He looked into one box with 
lighted cigar in his mouth, and, think- 
tng the explosive was candles, knock- 
ed a stick against the box. 

She Rented Room te McNamara. 

Mrs. Lena Ingersoll was the first 
iiportant Callfornia witness .to be 
ealled. She said she now lived at Vic- 
toria, GB. C. 

She said on September 1, a month 
before the Los Angeles explosion, she 
rented a room to McNamara, who used 
the alias, J. B. Brice. Later McNa- 
mara was visited by Schmidt. On Sep- 
tember 14, McNamara left Mrs. Inger- 
soll’'s and went to a hotel. From the 
hotel, as testified by a telephone op- 
erator, most of the calls were made to 
the powder company for the purchase 
of the explosive, and to the owners 
of the launch in Oakland. Mrs, Inger- 
soll said she did not again see Mce- 
/Namara until the night of October 1. 

“At about 11 o'clock that night he 
came to the house and wanted me to 
give him a room,” she testified. ‘I 
said I could make no arrangements at 
that hour. Then he begged me to al- 
low him to sleep on a sofa, saying he 
would give the rent of the flat for a 
whole month. I declined and he left. 
On the following night he called on 
the telephone and wanted to come, and 
I again refused to allow him. That 
was the last I saw of him until after 
his arrest.” 

Miss Bthel Gill, a telephone operator 
in the San Francisco hotel, identified 
records of calls by McNamara to the 
powder company and to the launch 
owners. 

The Renting of the Launch. 

She was corroborated by John Stan- 
ley, keeper. of a boathouse at Alameda, 
across the bay from San Francisco. He 
testified that late in September Mc- 
Namara and Schmidt selected the gas- 
Oline launch Pastime for a “week’s 
fishing trip,” finally agreeing to pay 
$40 for ten days’ rental and giving 
$500 cash security, which later was re- 
funded. September 20 a written agree- 
ment Was entered into and McNamara, 
after being instructed how to run the 
launch, took possession of it. MHarri- 
son M. Nutter, clerk in a hardware 
store In San Francisoo, who sold $1.66 
worth of aluminum letters to make 
two set8S of the word “Peerless,”” was 
the next to testify. In that way the 
original name “Pastime” on the launch 
was disguised by the name “Peerless.” 

About the middle of September Bruce 
McCall, emplovee of a powder com- 
pany. testified he received a telephone 
eall from the “Brice Construction com- 
pany,” inquiring about the purchase of 
9090 pounds of high explosives to be 
used to blow up stumps on a ranch. 

“A man called and left an order for 
500 pounds, 80 per cent nitro-gelatine, 
and paid the bill. He gave his name 
and left a rural addreas, sayin he 
would call and get it in a launch.” 

Two davs after the launch was rent- 
ed, McCall testified, Brice or Bryson, 
ealled on the telephone and said he 
would go in a launch to Giant station, 
down the bay, to get the explosive. 
later the explosive was removed by a 
man described as Caplan.

It. maintains a little illy-equipped “bureau” and it has 
only lately made an appropriation fora tentative “investigation” as 
to the “advisability” of federal aid! As if any investigation ever 
was or has been needed. The activity of the several states in this 
country and the activity of England—despite its tremendous naval 
expenditures—is an indictment of the short-sight, the mismanage- 


ment and the parsimony of our own government. No one denies: 


the wisdom of adequate expenditures for naval up-keep and for 
legitimate river and harbor improvement. But the building of 
highways is a matter of public policy every whit as important as 
either Of these two other projects.

Editor Daniels 
had in 1904 sharply criticised Federal 
Judge T. R. Purnell, of the, eastern 
district of North Carolina, for his acts 
in connection with the receivership 
of the Atlantic and North Carolina 
railroad, property of the state of North 
Carolina. Judge Purnell held him in 
contempt of court for his articles an‘ 
had him haled before the court. He 
{nposeg a fine of $20,000, and Editor 
Daniels in open court declared: T 
will not pay one cent,” that he woul? 
rot in jail first. He was nut in cus- 
tadv of the United Ststes marshal 
until he paig the fine. That afternoon 
the marshal was expected to take 
Vr. Daniels to jail. as he refused to 
nav. but the marehal would not act 
until Judge Purnell gave the direct 
e-fder. Ivdee Purnell found he dare 
not-do this, though it ws understood 
that he had at first determined to 
seng Mr. PDantels to jatl itn niace of 
imposing a fine. The Whited State 
marsha] secured as hotel room and 
reld Mr. Daniels a prisoner there. An 
anneal was taken tn the Tinited States 
eirouit court, and Jndee Jeter C. 
Pritehard came to Raleith to hear 
the atnealt. Promntiv on hearing the 
ease he found Vr, TPantels not guilty 
ard rem'ittea the $29.000 fine. 

The editor had won a great victorv 
far the freedom of the press bv his 
courageous and determineg course.

The subdivision of the state into 
tweive districts" under the leadership 
of twelve presidents 1s a comparativély 
new development of federation ‘work. 
but it has already become a most pow- 
erful factor. It was conceived in re- 
sponse to the growing needs of the 
present and the prophetie vision ef the 
demands of the future. 

Hach district ‘has its peculiar prob- 
lems and perplexing questions, and, 
while in some the issue of such diffi- 
culties seems assured, in others, great 
efforts and patience will be necessary. 

The reports at the recent conven- 
tion were convincing proofs of the 
wisdom of this departure, and were 
exponents of the expanding energies 
and ideals of the leaders. 

The consensus of opinion is that 
upon the district presidents the suc- 
cess and progress of the federation is 
largely dependent, and these women 
are. proving themselves an element 
upon which much can be imposed. 

The year book clearly sets forth the 
duties of a district president as fol- 
lows:

To attend the meetings of the execu- 
tive board of the state federation, to 
report to the board all matters .of im- 
portance, and to convey from the board 
to the clubs all messages, suggestions 
and instructions.

To assist the state chairman of* club 
extension in organizing new clubs and. 


in encouraging clubs to join the fed-} 


eration. : 
To acquaint herself with the recom 


mendations of all state chairmen, and 
to see that work so recommended is 
prosecuted by the district chairman. 

To arrange for the annual district 
convention. ' 

To keep a record of the work of the 
district; to furnish a brief report of 
such work to the recording secretary 
at the state convention, and to deliver 
to her successor a full and complete 
report of all work accomplished or 
undertaken. 

The directory for 1912-13 reports 
only five clubs in the first district. 
That the work of club -extension has 
not progressed here is due to the fact 
that the district has been without a 
president. Miss Eugenia Johnson has 
taken upon herself the responsibilities 
of the office, and, while not in posi- 
tion now to porary her character and 
genius, we hope soon to chronicle her

FIRST DISTRICT. 

Savannah Young Woman’s Aid Society, 

Miss Dora Mendes, President. 

In October, 1906, a call was sent out 
among the young Jewish women of 
our city, which resulted in the organ- 
ization of the Young Woman's Ald, 
with a membership of seventeen. Its 
object is to give aid wherever needed, 
as well as to do any special work de- 
cided upon by the organization. 

The work is divided under three 
heads: Religious, cultural and philan- 
thropic, 

The religious branch takes charge 
of all work that is even remotely con- 
nected with our congregation. 

The cultural department successfully 
conducts, each year, through its lit- 
erary circle, a course of study. 

The philanthropic work consists in 
answering calls to alleviate sufferings. 
Annual donations are sent to the Jew- 
ish Consumptivs Relief association and 
the national hospital for consumption, 
both in Denver; to the Atlanta Jewish 
orphans’ home and to the Salvation 
Army for the children’s Christmas din- 
ner. 

The special work being done by the 
society at present is preveptive tu- 
bercular work in conjunction with the 
Margaret Bottome circle of the King's 
Daughters, which circle pays the sal- 
ary of the visiting nurse, while thc 
Young Woman's Aid furnishes to the 
patients milk and eggs, and alse main- 
tains a loan closet, in which are kept 
bed linen and all necessary sickroam 
requisites that the patients are un- 
able to procure for themselves. This, 
being the only preventive tubercniar 
work done in our city, is without re- 
gard to creed or color. 

The members are enthusiastic and 
each year the society grows in 
strength, as may be seen from the fact 
fact that in six years it has increase) 
its membership from 17 to 103.

“Yam full of hope that the very

MacFarland'’s broag and sane view of 
the present and his economic and hu- 
manitarian glimpses into the future 
will come as more than a message 
to the citizens of Atlanta, the men who 
cast the votes and the women who 
eontroi the men who cast the votes 
and who work side by side for the 
sood of Atlanta. 

First and foremost, Dr. MacFarland 
enys Atlanta needs a city plan, a plaa 
to build by for the future. He points 
out what the lack of such a plan has 
caused in the past, congestion of 
streets that is expensive and danger- 
ous, lack of co-ordination between the 
uses of streets, railway stations and 
their approaches, sewerage, water 
and transportation problems and final- 
ly the unsanitary condition of a great 
pertion of the city.

“But how shall this plant be obtain- 
ed for Atlanta? _I would answer that 
the chamber of commerce, the details 
of which you (Mr. Walter G. Cooper) 
so ably preside over as secretary, ought 
to be quite willing and able to finance 
such a plan. To raise by public sub- 


tain the services of the right type of 
engineers, and then to conduct a care- 
ful campaign of education through the 
aid of the press, the pulpit, the 
schools and all well-disposed people 
would be a proceedure greatly to the 
credit of Atlanta. 

“TI must not in this connection over- 
look the essential and important re- 
lation that will be borne to the whole 
proposition by the women of Atlanta. 
I ought to enforce upon you that with- 
out the co-operation with the women’s 
organizations you are not likely to reach 
any great success, while with co- 
operation it will be easy to do things 
which would otherwise seem impos- 
sible.

It will facilitate matters in 
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Attorney General Files Suit Against 
Georgia Railway and Power 
Company. 


An ejectment suit was filed by the 
attorney general of Georgia yesterday 
at Clayton, ip Rabun county, calling on 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
Pany to prove its title to 258 acres of 
land in the gorge of Tallulah river or 
to get off the land. 

This suit was brought at the direc- 
tion of Governor Brown ang in ac- 
cordance with a resolution adopted by 
the general assembly at its last ses- 
sion. 

Some surprise was expressed that 
an injunction suit was not brought to 
Cause the company to desist from fur- 
ther harnessing or controlling the 
Waters of the Tallulah river or con- 
structing its works on the site claimed 
by the state until the suit could be 
Settled. Under an extraordinary pro- 
ceeding of this kind, the case could 
be taken to the supreme court on a 
fast bill of exceptions. 

The eontention of the state is that 
the land has never been surveyed, 
granted or sold by the state, and that 
the fee simple title to the land and 
the perfect legal title ig still in the 
atate of Georgia. 

Claims Good Faith. 

It is anticipated that the Georgia 
Railway and Power company will set 
up in its answer that they acquired 
the land in perfect good faith and 
have made investments of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the belief 
that they were the legal and rightful 
owners of the property. 

Joineqd with the attorney general, 
T. 8. Felder, were the following counsel 
representing the Tallulah Falis Con- 
servation and Parking association: 
Watkins & Latimer, F. C. Foster, R. C. 
Ellis, H. 8S. White, W. R. Little, J. H. 
BPelker and Charles G. Reynolds. 

Since the suit must be brought in 
the c@unty where the property Hes, 
or in one of the counties when, as in 
this case, the property is in one tract 
extending over two or more counties, 
the suit was filed in the superior court 
of Clayton ang will be heard before 
Judge J. B. Jones. The next term of 
the court will be held in February, 
when the power company will be called 
upon to appear and answer the com- 
plaint that it is Illegally occupying 
part of the state’s domain and is en- 
joying an income of $10,000 a year 
fiom the property and refuses to yield 
such profit to the state, the real owners 
of the land. 

Work of Conservation Association. 

The complaint brought yesterday is 
the outgrowth of an agitation begun 
Ly Mrs. Helen D, Longstreet and the 
Valiuiab Falls Cunservation and Park- 
ing association to recover possession 
of beautiful Tallul Falls and add it 
to the public domain, setting it aside 
as a park for the’ enjoyment of future 
fenerations of Georgians. Through 
the activity of this association the 
resolution was passed by the state 
legislature last summer, declaring that 
the state has substantial rights in the 
Tallulah Falls property, which have 
never been properly alienated, and di- 
recting that suit shoulg be brought 
to establish what were the rights of 
the state in the property and to pro- 
tect those rights. 

The petition concludes: 

That said described land has never 
been surveyed, granted or sold by the 
state of Georgia, ang the fee simple 
title to said land and the perfect legal 
title thereto is in the state of Geor- 
gia. 

That the said tract of land herein- 
before descriLed was and is a part of 
the public domain, the same never hav- 
ing been granted by the state, and the 
title thereto is still in the state of 
Georgia in her sovereign capacity. 

That the said Georgia Rallway and 
Power company has intruded on and 
made entry upon said described land 
and is now in possession of the same, 
enjoying the profits thereof. 

That the said Georgia Railway and 
Power company has received the profits 
from said land since the first day of 
January, 1910, of the yearly value of 
$10,000. 

That said Georgia Rallway and 
Power company refuses to deliver said 
land to your petitioner, or to pay it 
the profits thereof. 

Wherefore, petitioner prays that pro- 
cess may issue requiring the said 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
to be and appear at the next term of 
said court to answer this complaint.

ON STANDARD OIL 
Imperial Monopoly to Be Cre- 


ler Monopoly. 


Berlin, November 16.—The govern- 
ment has made public the proposed law 
creating the state petroleum monopoly 
which is to oust the Standard Oil com- 
pany from Germany. The monopoly 
covers only illuminating oils. 

In an exhaustive brief, which ac- 
companies the draft of the proposed 
law, the government declares that. the 
Standard Oil company first conquered 
the wholesaler and is now exterminat- 
ing the retailer. The government in 
1896, it is stated, realizeq the danger: 
aheaqg and the time has now come’ 
when it must act to prevent absolute 
monopoly and price increases. 

It will be possible, the brief asserts, 
to supply Germany with oil, without 
the Standard Oil company, from Gali- 
cia, Roumania, Russia, Germany and 
American independents. It was de- 
sired to include benzine in the mo- 
nopoly, but the government was un- 
able to do this since the control of 
the produce was complete and unas- 
sailable.

Now let us look at the claim we so often héar that this enables an 
eastern concern to thereby undersell the southern and smaller jobber. We 


‘ will suppose that some factory has turned out too much, and ‘is suffering 
| for ready cash. 


It is well known among business men, that under such 
circumstances the factory usvally goes entirely out of his territory to dis- 
pose of his stock, so as not to disrupt his regular prices. 

But suppose he does decide to sell at home. He has not one, but 
many, concerns he can interest. Why should he single out a firm and make 
a sacr‘fice when he can get bids from many? First-class stock never goes 
begging, and a very slight concession will force a sale. 

The firm that makes this big deal does go to make some money out 
of it. Now where is the business sense of getting something off and giving 
Wise firms don't give away ther profits. 

: Job Lots Not Standard Goods. 

In a further article I will refer more extensively to one item affecting 
business in the larger cities. This is the higher cost of living which ren- 
ders larger profits necessary. ‘ 

The factories which get hard up are nearly always some outside con- 
cern. The standard goods on the market are usually made by plants well 
financed and with a knowledge of their sales, so that these are not often 
found caught overloaded. Job lots may have money in them for the retailer, 
but oftener the wisest merchants are weary of job lots. 

Then we must consider that when bus‘negs is anything like normal, a 
factory is not going to be overstocked, but finds a ready sale for its prod- 
These are times when southern merchants, as well as all others, 
want to keep near the shore and are not interested with any price. 

Great Talking Point. 

In point of fact this talk about taking over the immense output of a 
factory which was found in hard lines is usually simply a lot of hot air. 
Every salesman knows he must have a talking point, and this has provén 
one of the best talking po’nts ever gotten up. There is nothing which so 
appeals to a buyer as to be told by the salesman that his big firm, with

Decision of the Commission.

Those who attended any sit- 
ting of the commission were impress- 
ed with the intense earnestness of the 
judges and later by the thorough in- 
vestigation made to get the facts from 
all parts of the country where roads 
existed. It was a noticeable fact that 
witnesses were not hampered by 
shrewd attorneys and forced to say 
what they didn’t mean, but when nec- 
essary, the witness was given aid by 
the judges to get the facts. Techni- 
calities and hair splitting didn’t go. 

Commissioner Candler Dissents. 

Not one of the commissioners man!l- 
fested a more direct interest than did 
Mr. Candler and yet we find him tak- 
ing a position cgainst the traveling 
men, No one who saw his rulings 
during the case will question the fact 
that his decision ts thoroughly con- 
scientious The reasons given for his 
dissenting opinions are interesting and

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THERETAIL MERCHANT 


Is there more money to the retail 
merchant on a cash or credit business, 
or will larger dividends come from 
having the two mixed? 

There now is a question that has 
puzzled the retail business world for 
many ages. The ordinary conclusion 
is that cash is the best, but the hardest 
to work, or at least get started. Fur- 
ther, that a mixed system is the most 
profitable. While many take credit 
straight as the best. 

If we will go a step back we can 
thé more easily arrive at the correct an- 
swer. For, as the question is put, it 
is impossible to find a correct solution. 
But this we can easily do if the mer- 
chant puts the question to himself thia 
way: 

Am.I best adapted to a credit, cash 
or mixed system of doing business? 

The man is already built and hence 
he ts wise who makes his business fit 
him rather than try to make himself 
fit the business. Of course, a man can. 
to a large extent, remold himself, bur 
experience teaches us that teaching an 


old dog or even one not so ancient, is 
a’ difficult undertaking. It is muc4 
easier for a man to follow his bent 
and wisest if it leads in a safe diree- 
tion. 

The prospective merchant or the one 
now in business who is contemplating 
a change in his system of handling 
trade will do well to settle this mat- 
ter first of all. To which system is he 
best adapted by nature? 

If he is a poor collector and finds it 
a duty from which he shirks all th: 
time, or if he is operating on short 
capital it is easy to say where he be- 
longs. 

On the other hand, if he can get 
blood out of a turnip and does not ob- 
ject to the like, credit promises him 
the largest returns. 

Most merchants, without considering 
the eternal fitnees of things, never de- 
cide to which class they belong, and 
mix cash and credit. Perhaps this in- 
decision in selecting the line they are 
best fitted to is one of the reasons why 
so many merchants fail to show a sat- 
isfactory profit at stock taking time.

study and compare the different

The delay in the 1913 cars is trac- 
able directly to the desire to have 
the electric light system and the self- 
starting equipment on the new mod- 
els. The experience last year when 
these features were not a part of the 
regular equipment was enough to con- 
vince the manufacturers that every 
purchaser in 1913 would not be satis- 
fied without them. Consequently all 


of the manufacturers wanted this 


equipment, and the orders were 80 
heavy that all were delayed. 
Many Closed Cars. 

Visitors to the show this week may 
expect to see more limousine and 
coupes than ever before exhibited at 
an Atlanta show. This is the best 
season of the year for the purchase 
of closed cars; and the local dealers 
were quick to realize that fact. As 
a result a number of limousine, 
coupes, town cars and other forms 
of closed machines have been or- 
dered, and a gorgeous display awaits 
the visitor who is especially inter- 
ested in this line. 

JS large display of electric vehicles 
are also presented. The _ electrics 
are coming into more favor than ever, 
and it is predicted by many that 
they wll ultimately outnumber the 
gasoline cars for exclusive town and 
city service. Some of the electrics 
offered this season are especially at- 
tractive, and it is an open secret that 
the dealers who handle these lines 
expect a greatly increased sale as a 
result of the exhibition.

Practically every improvement and 
change embodied in every other 
American-made car has been made 
in the Mitchell. It has the self-start- 
ing and electric light system, it is 
more or less underslung, it has the 
left-hand drive and its design ‘is es- 
pecially unique in that every part of 
nh auto generally exposed has been 
placed in the interior of the body.

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forepost of the body, the batteries 
and tool boxes have disappeared from 
the side, the horn is gone and even 
the tail light is built in the body. 
Many other cars have a number of 
these changes, but the Mitchell has 
gone the limit in every feature, and 
will be the most changed car on the 
market during the coming season. It 
s featured as a French-American car. 

Nearly all of the new cars except- 
ing some of those listed for $1,000 or 
$1,200 and below carry as regular 
equipment self-starters and an elec- 
tric lighting system. The _ electric 
starter system is the most popular, 
but a number of cars have various 
gas and compressed air devices, 
which are claimed to be equally as 
good. 

Starters Great Improvement. 

e self-starters and the electric 
light system are declared by experts 
ta be the greatest improvements 
made in the auto w-thin recent years. 
The self-starters are certainly a great 
convenience, especially when women 
drive the cars, and the electric head- 
lights make motoring at night much 
safer and will no doubt make it more 
-popular. 

The left-hand drive is as yet by 
no means universal, but more cars 
have changed to this style in their 
1913 models than ever before changed 
at one tme, Those who are motor- 
wise declare that in a few years 
every car will be made for the left- 
‘hand drive, deciaring that the manu- 
facturers will be forced to do so by 
‘the Tawmakers if they do not make 
the changé on their own account. 
The -left-hand .drive fs much safer, 
it is argued, as it places the driver 
on the “passing” side with every 
vehicle and he is therefore in a posi- 
tion to more perfectly gauge the dis- 
tance. , 

Cars More Underslung. 

Many of the 1913 models show that 
the designers have endeavored to 
place the weight of the car as low 
as possible, and at the same time 
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give the body more clearance. In 
a majority of the new cars the total 
weight is considerably lower than 


_on the older models of the same cars, 
“and at the same time the clearance 


space has been increased from one to 


‘four inches. . This: has been accom- 


plished by the appl’ance of the best 
engineering skill of the foremost 
builders of Europe and America. That 
this change has made motoring more 
safe will be contradicted by no one, 
and it is believed that the newer 
models will ride easier and stand 
harder wear than under former con- 
dit‘ons. | 

The tendency to remove all exte- 
rior parts possible is taken from the 
French designers. The Mitchel] cars 
have been the most radical in this 
move, but rractically all of the new 
models show less equipment exposed 
than in former years. 


Tires Are Larger. 


A majority of the tires in the regu- | 


lar equipment of a number of the 
most popular cars will be much thick- 


er this season, and in many cases a 
good deal larger. One prominent 
manufacturer has increased the tire 
thickness almost 50 per cent in the 
regular equipment, and practically all 
of the tires used in 1913 will be larger 
than those of past years. Tires may 
cost a trifle more this season than 
in. former years, but the eff'clency 
will be much greater, it is claimed. 
Practically all of the tires are now 
sold with a 3,500-mile guarantee, and 
that mileage and oftentimes consid- 
erable more is made with each set 
Tire repair work, includ’ng all 
Classes of vulcanizing, has shown a 
decided improvement within: the past 
few years, and the auto owner may 
expect to get more mileage from 
every set of tires if he will have 
them examined often and given to a 
rel able tire repair company when the 
first signs of wear are apparent. 
While the original cost of a set of 
tires may be slightly greater in the 
future, the mileage which may be ob- 
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tained by proper ce 
more than offsets this. 
A Six-Cylinder Gear. 

A tenden*y to equ:p a greater num- 
ber of their output with six-clyinder 
motors has been manifested by sev- 
eral of the larger manufacturers this 
season. For several years some of 
the largest manufacturers in America 
have contended that the six-cylinder 
was the logical motor for al] touring 
cars and other heavy type classes. 
This has been a much-disputed ques- 
tion in motordom, and will cont'nue 
to be, but the experiments made in

for all. The six-cylinder motor has

SEEMS ASSURED 
Big Meeting for Good Road 
in March, 


Convention Will Be Held Two Days 
Afterinauguration of Woodrow 
Wilson---Status of the Work. 


Two days after the inauguration of 
Woodrow Wilson as the next presi- 
dent of the. United States, the second 
_federal aid good roads convention. 
under the auspices of tne American 
Automobile axsociation, will be held 
@t Washingtor, D. ¢., the dates being 
March 6 and 7, 1913. The success of 
the Initia] federa] aid gathering in 
Washington in January last was s0 
pronounced that the American Auto- 
mobile association national good roads 
board decided to make it an annual 
feature unti) federa] ald shall have be- 
come substantial accomplished fart 
through congressional action. If re- 
sults follow future conventions as 
rapidly °s they did the first one, it 
should be a matter of only a few 
vears before a comprehensive system 
of national highways, constructed by 
federal appropriation, is in existence. 

The assembly in Washington § last 
winter, attended ‘b« delegates from 
two-thirds of the states, was the first 
convention devoted to the subject of 
federal aid in highway construction. 
The action taken emorialized the 
congress for the appointment fa 
joint committee of senate and house 
to investigate the «r ‘ct of federal! 
aid and formulate a program for na- 
tional participation. The joint reso- 
Iction that resulted ha’? the approval 
of Representative Underwood, who ap- 
peared before tue rules committee in 
its support. Its adoption practically 
in its original form b. congress was 
a step the full worth of which has 
yet to be thoroughly appreciated. 

The joint committee appointed under 
this resolution consists of Senators 
Jonathan Bourne, of Oregon; Boies, 
Penrose, of Pennsylvania; A. J. ‘tron- 
na,/of North Dakota: Lee S. Overman, 
of North Carolina, and Claude A. 
Swanson, of Virginia, and Representa- 
tives D. W. Shackelford, of Missouri; 
Gordon Lee, of Georgia: Daniel J. Mc- 
Gillicuddy, of Maine; Martin B. Mad- 
den, of Illinois, and Richard W. Aus- 
tin, of Tennessee. This committee is 
now collecting information on the sub- 
ject and preparing to report at the 
coming session of congress. Its ap- 
propriation of $25,000 is hardly suf- 
ficient for a thorough study of the 
Subject, and it is anticipated that fur- 
ther appropriations for this purpose 
must be made before any scheme of 
national highways can be intelligent- 
ly adopteu. Incidental to laying the 
gro'indwork for large scale participa- 
tio. by the federal government, the 
present congress also appropriated 
$500,000 for use by the department of 
agriculture and postoffice department 
in the experimental impro-ement of 
rural free delivery highway routes. 

Thereisevery reason to believe that 
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showing Pope-Hartford cars 
and trucks. 
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federal aid wil! be one vf the greatest 
questions for the new congress, which 
will take office March 4, to deliberate 
and decide. Whatever action the con- 
cluding session of the present congress 
may take, it is certain that it wiil not 
be the final word on the subject, and 
for this reason the American Automo- 
bile association will hold its conven- 
tion at a time when the new congress 
will just be beginning its labors. A 
large attendance is assured, sinoe 
many will take advantage of the re- 
duced railroad rates .or the inaugura- 
tion, and their desire to witness the 
inaugural ceremonies, to go at that 
time to a convention which they 
might not otherwise be able to attend. 

Preparations for the convention are 
already under way. Assurance: have 
been received from : me of the most 
distinguished *stateemen and good 
good roads advocates that they will 
attend and advocate federal aid on 
an extensive scale. All of the good 
roads organizations of the country 
and the various organizations of farm- 
ers will be invited again to partict- 
pate, as well as many organizations 
and civicimprovement bodies in cities 
all the way from the Atlantie to tue 
Pacific. Governors f twenty-six 
states appointed deiegates to represent 
their states at the c.-nvention of 1912, 
and the outlook ts that practically 
every state will be officially repre- 
sented in 1913.

Poetry Doomed, Language 
Worn Out. 


(From The New York Times.) 

Language, Mr. Edmund Gosse in- 
forms us, has been so “worn out and 
rubbed by use” that there will never 
again be a great poet. The great poet, 
it seems, needs an unworn language, 
“in which simple things can be said 
without affection and without repeti- 
tion.” The idea is somewhat startling, 
_ but Mr. Gosse has been an inquisitive 
and industrious critic and student of 
literature, and all his ideas are worth 
heeding. It ts sad to have to think 
‘that our language is getting so worn 
out, but there is no doubt that it has 
_ been subjected to a great deal of hard 
usage. Mutability is the rule of exist- 
_ ence, and we must accept the inevita- 
‘ble as gracefnily as we can. 

Language is still serviceable for 
other purposes than great poetry— 
for criticism of poetry, for instance, 
. of which there is as vet no end. If 
France, Germany, England, Italy and 
Spain are to have no more great poets, 
and none are to be inspired here by 
industrial development and the clamor 
of the uplift, we can doubtless get 
along for quite awhile. The natural 
inference is, however, that we shall 
soon have no poetry at all, that even 
our volume of prose must diminish, 
by reason of the wearing and the rub- 
bing of our medium of speech. It seems 
that the people who are writing oucht 
to take notice and stop wearing out 
the language.

Hard Milking Cows. 


(From The Kansas Farmer.) 

There are two methoas of treating 
the hard-milking cow. One is to use 
the teat plug. These are merely plugs 
made so that they may be inserted in 
the end of the teat, where they re- 
main betwen milking periods. The 
reason a cow milks hard is because the 
spincter muscles which’ contract the 
end of the teat are rigid. The teat 
plub remaining in the teat between 
milking hours have a tendency to 
gradually distend and dilate the mus- 
cle in such a way that the cow grad- 
ually becomes easy to milk. The sec- 
ond method is to cut the teat, thus 
weakening the sphincter muscle. This 
is accomplished with a teat slitter. It 
is an instrument that ts inserted into 
the teat and by pressing out in ‘Buch a 
way that when the _ teat slitter is 
withdrawn the muscle is severed. The

“At the Amer'can Road congress, 
held in Atlanttc City last month,” said 
Mr. MacDonald, 
son said in his address: ‘We must 
more and more engage the government 
in providing the general facilities of 
the common life. We have never 
doubted that the government had the 
right to build and maintain highways. 
A nation is bound together by 
means of communication—its means 
of communication create its sympathy, 
they are the means by which the va- 
rious parts of it keep in touch with 
ene another, and I tel) you very frank- 
ly that my interest in good roads is 
not me. -ly an interest in the pleasure 
of riding in automobiles, it is not 
merely an interest In the; very much 
more important matter of affording 
tue farmers of the country and the 
residents in villages the means of 
fteady access to such neighboring mar- 
kets as they need for economic bene- 
fit. but it ig alsothe interest in weav- 
ing os cemplicated and elaborate a 
net of neighborhood and state and 
national opinions together as \is pos- 
sible.

The Buick Motor company, of Flint, 
Mich., with the biggest factory in the 
world, has complimented the Atlanta 
field ‘by sending R. H. Losey to this 
city as manager of the local branch.

“It’s going to require more than a 
lot of wild rumors of prohibitive tariffs 
and ruthless competition, turned loose 
at British ‘indignauon meetings’ to 
nave any influence, except for good, 
on the importation of high-grade, low- 
priced American motor cars into Bngr 
land.
